Holiday Accident-Proofing 

Women in. the know make a 
practice of accident-proofing 
their families and their house¬ 
holds for tile Christmas holidays. 

Beginning with 
the drivers in 
the family, one 
rule is very 
firmly re¬ 
stated. Holiday 
partying is a 
delightful as¬ 
pect of the sea¬ 
son and not to be missed. BUT 
—those partaking of Yuletide 
cheer are to be the passengers, 
not the drivers. (Taxis are in 
order when all hands are cele¬ 
brating.) 

If there are older family mem¬ 
bers visiting, some simple pre¬ 
cautions are taken for their 
safety. There are no scatter rugs 
or tippy furniture in their rooms; 
there is accessible lighting and 
perhaps a flashlight on their 
night table; their medicines are 
kept completely separate from 
all other medicines. A small 
night light may be left on in 
their room at night, and the bath¬ 
room light will be left burning 
for their convenience. Family 
pots are kept under strict con¬ 
trol during the visit! 

Safety experts have said that, 
■where children are concerned, 
the best safety device is a rested, 
cheerful mother, and women in 
the know agree with them. To 
forestall the mishaps that occur 
when mom is a wreck, they cat¬ 
nap when the children nap, stop 
for tea and cookies when the 
kiddies are having their milk 
break, drop everything and take 
a good brisk walk at least once 
a day. 

Women in the know give some 
special attention to theiT Christ¬ 
mas decorations, too. Since poin- 
settia leaves and mistletoe berries 
are deadly poison , they are kept 
well out of reach of small fry. 
The Christmas tree stand con¬ 
tains a receptacle for water so 
the tree cannot become danger¬ 
ously dried out. And stockings 
are not hung before a lighted tire 
on Christmas evet

The nickel has always been 
one of our most popular Ameri¬ 
can coins. 

This is partly because of its 
third design, incorrectly known 
as the Butfalo (it was a bison) 
or Indian head nickel, points 
out Richard S. Yeoman of 
Whitman Publishing Company, 
Racine, Wis., one of the na¬ 
tion's top numismatic experts. 

Another reason for popularity 
of the nickel is that it supplied 
so many basic enjoyments for 
so long — a candy bar, a soft 
annk, chewing gum, an ice 
cream cone, a hot dog, a phone 
call, or a seat at a silent movie. 

And while many prices are 
higher these days, there are 
still numerous items that can 
be purchased for a nickel. 

“The nickel first appeared in 
1866," says Yeoman, “in an at¬ 
tempt to establish a popular 
coin with long-lasting qualities 
that was easy to handle." 

From 1866-73, two types of 
five-cent coins were made: 
small silver pieces called "half 
climes" and larger pieces made 
of 75 per cent copper and 25 
per cent nickel. Silver five-cent 
pieces were discontinued after 
1873. The copper-nickel alloy 
coin has held forth to the pres¬ 
ent with the exception of the 
World War II period, when the 
composition was changed to 
conserve precious nickel. 

The most valuable rarity in 
nickels is the 1913 Liberty 
Head. Only five are known to 
be in existence, and each is 
valued at $50,000. 

American nickels from. 1866 
to the present are listed, priced 
and described in Whitman’s 
“A Guide Book of United States 
Coins" (the Red Book), au¬ 
thored by Yeoman. This 
volume, now in its 20th edition, 
is regarded as the nation's 
most authoritative reference 
on current market values of 
UB, coins.
